The Bonus Bill 
In “No Man’s Land” 


Over the top went the soldiers’ bonus when the Fordney Bill, which proposes “ad- 
justed service certificates” (really bonds on which the ex-service men would be expect- 
ed to borrow money at the banks if they should want the cash inside of three vears, was 
overwhelmingly adoped by the House of Representatives. But, to paraphrase recent 
Washington dispatches in the military language appropriate to the topic, this would 
seem to be the beginning rather than the end of the real battle. Over the top, -ves, 
but there is a long. dangerous, toilsome advance before the objectives can be reached 
and taken. Both Senate and President must be won, and in the meantime the bonus is 
“No Man’s Land,” subjected to a long-range barrage of editorial 
criticism, the heavy-artillerv of Senatorial opposition, the machine-gun fire of commit- 
leeroom and conference discussion, and all the barbed-wire entanglements of parlia- 
mentary amendments and obstructions, to say nothing of purély political pitfalls and 
shell-holes. Will the’final objectives éver be reached?
